Safari Niagara has partnered with the 
Canadian Cancer Society for a unique 
fundraising event that encourages peo¬ 
ple to confront their fears to help those 
living with cancer do the same. 

Participants in the Fearless Challenge 
create a challenge online or select from a 
list of challenges. There are a wide range 
of challenges listed, including skydiving, 
bungee jumping, being covered in spi¬ 
ders and eating strange food. 

Once they reach their fundraising 
goal by collecting pledges, participants 
must commit to facing their fears and 
completing their challenge. 

Participants with acrophobia — a fear 
of heights — are invited to tackle the 
daunting SkyQuest Ropes Course. The 
multi-level course takes participants as 
high as 15 metres off the ground while 
tethered to a harness. 

“I don’t know the statistics but I would 
imagine there's a high ratio of people 
who are scared of heights," said Dave 
Keith, director of sales and marketing at 
the Stevensville nature park. 

There's no way to keep track of how 
many people will face their fears at the 
SkyQuest because participants register 
online, but Keith says "if we get three 
people or 100 people through, it’s still 
great exposure for the cancer society.”

NHS planning 
a cancer

There came a point when Sandy McBay 
couldn't accept what she was hearing. 

She’d already absorbed the worst news. 
She had breast cancer. 

She was initially told she would not 
need chemotherapy, and the prospect 
of avoiding the physically draining side 
effects put a silver lining on the diagno¬ 
sis. 

But things changed quickly. 

Her oncologist told her the cancer 
was a particularly aggressive type, and 
in fact the best course of action would be 

“So I asked for my scans to be reviewed 
by another doctor, and then I had them 
reviewed again," McBay said. “My doctor 
was very patient and supportive.” 

The reviews confirmed the treatment 
plan her doctor recommended. 

McBay said the process allowed her

As co-chair of a new Niagara Health 
System patient council for the Walker 
Family Cancer Centre, she hopes to help 
ir patients feel just as empow- 


The NHS is looking for cancer patients, 
cancer survivors and their families to join 
the council, which will advise the NHS on 
how to improve the patient experience at 
the cancer centre. 

McBay said the council will be made 
up 70% of patients and their families and 
30% NHS medical staff. 

past and current cancer patients. 

New patients are sometimes so over¬ 
whelmed by the diagnosis of cancer, and 
the emotional maelstrom that creates, 
they are unable to digest the information 
they’re given, McBay said. 

So she expects one of the issues the 
council — which is likely to begin work 
in September — will tackle is how and 

Dr. Janice Giesbrecht, NHS medical 
director of oncology, said the formation 
of a patient council has been in the works 
since the new cancer centre opened. The 
council won't provide medical advice, 
but will offer insight and input into the 
patient experience and guidance on how 
to improve it.

Hope for abused men of childhood sexual assault

He kept it a secret for 40 years. Told no 
one. Stuffed it into an internal suitcase, 
closed the lid and locked it up. 

Three years of his childhood. 

The hay loft. 

The old man with whiskey on his 
breath. 

The whiskers. 

A 40-year-old’s body on top of a 10-year- 

He thought he was the only one. 

So he lived as if it never happened, or 
so he thought. But over years, the sexual 
abuse he endured in his childhood seeped 
out into his life like leachate from a dump. 

It was toxic. It infected his body, his life 
and indeed his very soul, in ways even 
he didn't completely understand or real¬ 
ize. He felt uncontrollable outbursts of 
anger. He abused alcohol and drugs. He 
had trouble connecting with his wife. He 
suffered from inflammatory bowel syn¬ 
drome. And depression. And remorse for 
his anger. He had no self esteem. And he 
was diagnosed with post traumatic stress 
disorder. 

And yet, he didn’t connect his broken 
life to the years of abuse as a child. 


Rob Witte of Fonthill is 57 years old. A 
husband. Father of two. He was 10 years 

ended, just before he entered high school. 

Three years ago he joined Hope for 
Men, a support group for men who have 
experienced childhood sexual abuse. 

It was here, among men who cried with 
him because they’ve felt the same pain, 
and whose stories he listened to with a 
sad understanding, that he dared himself 
to open the suitcase a crack. 

“I had stuffed it and thought I did a 
good job at burying it, but it was eating me 
from the inside," he says. 

OnthisTuesday night, he sits with three 
other men inside a small building that 
overlooks the Welland Canal Trail along 
Bunting Rd. in St. Catharines. They meet 
here every week, to share a part of their 
lives that even the people closest to them 
can’t understand. They listen and talk. 
Heal. And find hope. 

The group was founded by Glenn Allan, 
a survivor-tumed-advocate of childhood 
sexual abuse. His journey began at age 
seven, when he fell on the ice during a 
public skate and was taken to the first aid 

the door shut and asked Glenn to pull 
down his pants so he could get a better 
look at his scrapes. 



Then the man lowered his own 

turbated, pulling down Glenn’s 
underwear and touching his gen¬ 
itals. 

The man became Glenn’s 
hockey and baseball coach and the 
abuse continued for eight years. In 
the coach's van. On the baseball 
diamond at night. In hotel rooms 
on road trips. In the passenger 
seat of his car as he drove Glenn to 


When men call about Hope 
for Men — there are groups in St. 
Catharines, Hamilton and soon, 
Brantford — they get Glenn. The 
men here say the group is safe. 
A place to feel grounded. Where 
men can be real. “No macho crap," 


adapted to men. It's about men. 

Men need programs for men, 
says Tom Wilken, author of 
Rebuilding Your House of Self- 
Respect. He has worked as a coun- 


sis centre in Chatham and in the 
probation and parole system with 
offenders. And for eight years he 
ran the Silence to Hope program 
for male survivors, until funding 
ended last year. 

Men face different issues in their 
recovery than women and there 
needs to be programs specifically 
for men, he says. Starting with 
counsellors trained to address and 
understand the consequences of 
abuse that include anger, domes¬ 
tic violence, substance abuse, sex¬ 
ual identity issues, definitions of 
masculinity and incarceration. 

In his role as a probation and 
parole officer, he saw more victims 
of childhood sexual abuse than he 


program. 

“In the eyes of men, the sexual 
assault crisis centre for women is 
the last place they want to call,” he 


The men in Glenn’s Hope for 
Men group talk about the awk¬ 
wardness they’ve felt sitting in a 



the fears and questions that were 
never addressed by counsel¬ 
lors: Am I gay?; Will I become an 
abuser?; Will I harm my children? 

Indeed, there exists a general 


of assault, says Glenn. 

“What they don't see is the litde 
boy,” he says. 

Statistics from the Canadian 


show one in five boys, and one in 
three girls, will be sexually abused 
before they turn 18. 

Glenn is convinced there are 
significantly more boys, espe¬ 
cially younger ones, that are not 
reported because of fear, stigma 
and lack of resources, because 
men die by suicide without ever

Male and female 
survivors of sexual abuse 

What’s similar: 

More likely to be abused by 
someone they know. 

Perpetrator most often a 
heterosexual male. 

Perpetrator holds power and 
control over the victim, and is in a 
position of trust. 

Survivors may struggle with 
depression, low self-esteem, blame, 
anxiety, relationship troubles, a 
tendency to be over-controlling 
or too submissive, an inability to 
trust oneself and others, problems 
defining healthy sexuality, self¬ 
destructive behaviours including 
suicide, dealing with anger, stress 
related illnesses, addictions, eating 
disorders, acting out sexually. 

What’s different 

Mostly female concerns: 

Greater chance abuse takes 
place in the home, by someone 
related to the victim. 

Survivors are at greater risk of 
abusingalcohol. 

Increased chance of being re¬ 
victimized as teenagers and young 
adults. 


More likely to receive support 
when dealing with recovery issues. 

Compared to men, women deal 
with sadness and depression in the 
early stages of recovery. Their anger 
surfaces later in the healing process. 

Among victims of childhood 
sexual abuse, girls are fondled more 
often than boys. 

Mostly male concerns: 

Boys are more often abused by 
teachers, coaches and baby sitters. 

Survivors struggle with their 
sexual identity and fears of 
homosexuality. 

Male survivors and their parents 
are more likely to minimize the 
impact of the sexual abuse.

“He attacked her almost immedi¬ 
ately and it was a very serious assault,” 
said Det Brian Essery, of the Niagara 


ble confinement and dangerous driv¬ 
ing. 

Tyler Woods, 22, was released on 
bail in July. Conditions of his release 
include that he abide by a curfew and 
he not be in the driver's seat of a vehicle 
unless his surety is with him.
